Sec.  '2.  All  persons  not  belonging  to  the  Company 
shall  be  excluded  frcmi  the  drill  room  unlchs  by 
permission  of  the  Senior  Otlicer  present. 

Sec.  .3.  Every  member  must  be  attentive  to  drill, 
and  shall  be  liable  to  a  line  of  five  cents  for  each 
otrence,  during  the  meetinu',  against  moralitv  or  j-ood 

er. 

Sec  4.  Any  Private  attending  drill  or  any  meet- 
ing of  the  Company  under  the  influence  of  liquor, 
shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  twenty-five  cents;  a  Non- 
commissioned Orticer  for  a  like  ofi"ence,  the  fine  of 
one  dollar,  and  a  Commissioned  Otlicer  for  the  same 
offence,  a  fine  of  five  dollars.

muster,  to  defray  incidental  expenses. 

ShC.  7.  Every  member  neglecting;  to  attend  a 
;,'«'neral  muster  or  meeting,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine 
of  ten  cents,  unless  a  written  excuse  shall  have 
been  addressed  to  the  Color  Sergeant. 

Skc.  8.  Absence  from  an  ordered  parade,  without 
a  valid  written  excuse,  shall  entail  a  fine- of  fifty 
cents. 

.Sec.  9.  Any  delinquency  noted  by  any  Non- 
commissioned Otiicer  present,  shall  be  reported  to 
the  Captain. 

Sec.  10.  Any  member  may  have  the  privilege  of 
obtaining  a  written  furlough  from  the  Captain  for  a 
stated  period,  during  which  time  he  shall  be  exempt] 
from  all  fines,  dues  and  penalties.     {Miliiia  Act,

Sec.  11.   Any  member  of  the  Company,  for  cul- 
pable or  continued  neglect,  immoral  conduct,  or  forj 
other  good  and  sufficient  reasons,  shall  be  liable  to 
expulsion  from  the  Company,  but  no  member  sluill 
be  expelled  except  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the] 
members  present  at  any  regular  meeting.

[Committee  of  Management. 

Sfx'.  2.  Tiie  Managing  Committee  shall  have 
complete  control  in  all  civil  matters.  It  shall  receive 
and  report  upon  all  matters  laid  before  it  for  consul- 
tation ;  shall  make  all  purchases,  contracts,  or  in- 
v.^slments  on  behalf  of  the  Company,  and  shall 
present  an  annual  report  of  its  proceedings,  and  the 
state  of  the  /inances  on  the  lirst  Monday  in  .January. 
Sec.  3.  The  Committee  of  Management  shall 
liav«;  full  power  to  remit  or  enforce  all  fines  i:nd 
penalties,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Captain  or 
jCommanding  Officer.     (Militia  Act,  Sec.  3.) 

Sec  4.  The  Secretary  Treasurer  shall  keep  cor-
